Mr Arthur Robinson, a voong man about twenty- 
eight years of age. who was expelled from New 
Orleans for entertaining views not favorable to 
slavery, called at onr office yesterday, and related his 
experience of the liberty of speech and freedom of 
opinion in the Crescent'City, as follows : He resided 
in New Orleans for seven years, up to the 11th of 
March, 18(51. nc has always been strongly opposed 
to slavery, and hoped to see it abolished by lawful 
means. For four years he was tbe publisher of tbe 
New Orleans Trite Witness, an Old School Presby¬ 
terian paper, but never inserted in that journal an 
article expressive of anti-slavery sentiments. He 
was a prominent member of the Young Men’s Chris¬ 
tian Association of New Orleans, and when that city 
was devastated by yellow fever, he had charge of one 
of the largest districts, in the way of affording relief 
to the suffering, and providing for the burial of the 
poor among the dead. His views of slavery, be says. 
were never concealed from such as desired to know 
them. He was known as the warm advocate of Fre¬ 
mont in the campaign of 1856. 

Immediately after the election of Mr. Lincoln, how 
ever at a secession meeting in New Orleans, a list of 
the names of residents hostile to slavery was made up. 
and his among them. Spies were set upon his track, 
and means most cowardly and lawless were resorted 
to to collect evidence against him. Un the 29th of 
November, at the instance of Joseph Bass—known 
principally in connection with the ownership of a race¬ 
horse—an'd J. K. Sprague, a Post-Office Agent, he was 
arrested and taken before the Mayor. These two min¬ 
ions of despotism obtained an order from “ his Honor " 
to search Robinsons house. They found in it, among 
other things, a copy of* Barnes's Scriptural Views of 
Slavery," a scrap book full of anti-slavery extracts.l 
anil a number of copies of the Boston Liberator. 
These were regarded as proof most positive of his vio¬ 
lation of a statute law of the sovereign State of| 
Louisiana. The Mayor remonstrated with Robinson, 
and regretted that he was compelled to commit him 
for trial on such a serious charge. In the presence of 
the municipal dignitary, Bass said that if Robinson 
was released and entered the street* Again, he (Bass) 
would shoot him down, anil Mr. Mayor opened not 
his mouth in reproof of such an outburst ot Southern 
chivalry. Robinson was committed to jail on the 29th 
of November, and remained there till the llth of 
March—103 days. During his incarceration, the 
jailer frequently said that he would give “ the d—d I 
Abolitionist ” up to any mob of ten men who should 
call for him and agree to lynch him. 

It is required by the laws of Louisiana that, before 
any case shall lie submitted to the Grand Jury, the I 
prisoner shall be examined before a County Recorder, 
to ascertain if there he probable cause to believe him 
guilty ; this was not done in Robinson's case. The 
Grand Jury found a'“ true bill ” against him. There 
were several counts in the indictment, as follows : 
Using language calculated to excite discontent among 
free persons of color, and insubordination among 
slaves; bringing into the State a copy of “ Barnes * 
Scriptural VTews ot Slavery.” {Tills was false, as Mr. 
Robinson purchased the book in the city of Now 
Orleans.) The third and fourth counts were in rela¬ 
tion to the Boston Liberator and the scrap book 
licfore noticed. It was charged that he hail brought 
the scrap book into the State, which was not the case. 

As to the Boston Liberator, lie bad been a subscriber 
to it for two years, and he had received it regularly 
up to the time ot the secession excitement. A\ bile in 
jail, he received information that his liberty could be 
purchased from the keeper for 8250. ne was takeu 
before the Criminal Court on the llth of March, biit 
it was then discovered that the ignorance of the

THE HUNTERS AND THEIR GAME. 

BV A NORTHERNER IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

To the Editors of The Independent. 

In the wilds of some of the slave States, and par¬ 
ticularly in South Carolina, there are bands of roam¬ 
ing negroes, fugitives from the slave plantations, who 
live on the game they kill, and on the proceeds of 
such as they do not require for food. At times they 
add to their larder by capturing a stray hog or other 
animal on the borders of the settlements. An account 
of these bands, their mode of living, and varied 
experience, and more especially of the mode ot 
hunting them, would form not the least interesting 
chapter in the histoiy of the slave system. 

As has been said, they are fugitives from the 
slave plantations, whom cruelty and suffering have 
driven to the swamps and forests, where, while 
enjoying the freedom thus found, they are at the same 
time probably the lowest type of civilization any¬ 
where found in our country. They go in squads of 
from five to fifteen. Generally there are but few 
women among them. They are of all ages, from 
young children to old men. 

The hunting of these people, if no.t a favorite sport 
of the field and forest in certain regions of the South, 
is certainly a fact, whether for sport or some other 
equally humane purpose. In some parts it is done 
with dogs, and is attended with excessive cruelty. 

The following narrative of an excursion for this 
kind of game is in almost tbe precise language of a 
participant and apologist: 

It was on a Friday in autumn that a party of seven 
of us, all planters' sons, were out on a tramp across 
the country to a neighboring plantation, some half- 
dozen miles distant. We had substituted pedestrian- 
ism for the usual horseback mode of performing such 
short excursions, and to make the distance the short¬ 
est possible, we took as near a direct course as we 
eould, which led us most of the way through a forest, 
which, though a fine pieee of country, was little 
frequented, except occasionally by the sportsmen 
following a deer. We had performed probably half 
of the distance, and were consequently three or four 
miles in the depth of the forest, when our party came 
suddenly on the camp of a party of wandering 

negroes. It was a mutual surprise. There- 

naif-dozen in the camp, and they were 
moment engaged in dining on a quarter of mutton 
w kich they had roasted over a fire, and to obtain 
which they had no doubt made a recent visit to t 
nearest plantation. Unwilling to miss their meal, 
because they perceived that we were not armed, the 
negroes did not move at our approach, but, springing 
*? their feet, prepared to receive us in whatever 
shape we might come. There was one lusty fellow 
among them, probably their leader—worth in market, 
m good times, full 81,500. The idea of capturing the ] 
lellow seemed to have entered the mind of each one 
, the Party, for with scarcely a word we all rushed 
npon him. The others ran or hid. The fellow, 
perceiving our movement, planted himself with his 
back against a large tree. The man who reached 
mm hrst went sprawling m a twinkling. Three 
others went to keep him company, propelled by the 
long and withy arm of the negro. The remaining 
three, of whom I was one, made a simultaneous 
rush with clubs. A well-aimed blow brought the 
fellow to the ground, when those whom he had 
^nt sprawling coming up, we felt sure of our game. 
But in a moment, even before we could follow up our 
advantage, he was on liis feet, ferocious as a lion with. 
a torn ear. He fairly foamed at the mouth, and swore' 


and armed with rifles, and, in some instances, 
revolvers also. It was a jolly and well appointed 
party. We did not, as was our custom when deer or 
other fourfooted animals were to he hunted, take 
along one or more favorite negroes to act as game¬ 
keepers. The reason why we did not must be obvi¬ 
ous. and was quite natural. So, recruiting ourselves 
from the saddle bags, the party set out. Judging 
from the place where the fugitives had been found on 
the day previous, we concluded that they were then 
about a dozen miles distant, in a deep wood beyond 
the sltiggisbwiver, which had its source in the swamps 
not far off. ~ We therefore set out for the nearest 
ford, which rFas several mile* above, to reach which 
by the shortest route we took across a swampy and 
w'holly unfrequented tract. Onr progress was neces¬ 
sarily slow, in consequence of the character of the 
ground over which we were picking our way. We 
had probably made four or five miles, when we came 
right upon the camp of the fellows of the previous 
day. Our recognition was simultaneous. Their 
number seemed to have been increased, for in an 
there seemed to be fifteen or twenty fellows 
running in different directions. Of course we fired 
quickly as possible, and brought down three or four 
nt the first round. Those of ns who bad been 
engaged in the previous encounter recognized the 
huge fellow that had dealt us the hard blows the 
dav before. He did not stop to give u* fight this 
time, hut ran like a deer. Halt a dozen of us 
gave chase. Mounted as we were, he had rather the 
idvantage of ns at first, except we were armed and 
le not The distance between us was not over one 
hundred yards. We shouted to him to stop, prefer¬ 
ring to capture so saleable a fellow alive rather than 
kill him outright. Not regarding the summons, it 
was repeated, with tbe additional hint of three or 
four shots from onr rifle*. But he heeded neither. 
By this time the whole party was on his track, anil 
repeated shots were fired at him, one of which we 
were certain had hit him, for he gave a screech like!

INHUMAN TREATMENT OF AMERICAN S EAMEN |

And the reigning 
religion of the land, so far as it fe to be judged .by 
the dominant sects and organizations, is so in league 
with shaven-, that to break that league, until slaven- 
itself be broken, is flatly impossible. 

If the Society had been called the People’s Anti- 
Slavery Society, instead of tbe Church Anti-Slavery 
Society, its chances of speedy sueeess wonld have 
been far better than they now are; that is. an appeal 
to the people against slavery is much more hopeful 
than an appeal to the Churches or to the Ministry. 
While tbe latter are too much in tear of one another 
to allow nature to work like itself, or to bnret forth 
spontaneously in a round amen to appeals against 
hoarv oppression, the heart of the purple, on the other 
hand, responds at once to tbe great first principles 
which this Society has put at the head of its Declara¬ 
tion, namely. The Rights of Man as mac, sacred and 
inalienable, without distinction of blood or races; 
Property in man impossible, as being without grant 
from the Creator, and equally contrary to natural 
justice and to revealed religion. 

Doctors of Divinity, in our day. and the common 
mn of ministers, are too tightly fettered with the self- 
imposed manacles and thumbscrews of theological 
technics (or metaphysics) about malum in se and such 
like, to let them accept ami act upon such an honest, 
outspoken, Anglo-Saxon platform, as that which is 
made by the ten Articles put forth at Worcester, in 
the Declaration of the Church Anti-Hlavcry Society. 
The distinctions which they are so fond of making, in 
the interest of slavery, between organic sin and indi¬ 
vidual sin : between sin in the abstract and sin in the 
concrete; between sin in the system of slavery, which 
thev admit to lie “infernal," and sin in the act or 
practice of slaveholding, which may in their view be 
entirely innocent; between “ objective wrong, which 


earned off in that manner. And tfe fourth were 
those colored persons who could be fallen up because 
their faxe* were not paid ; for they are taxed although 
they have no rights—and, after lying in jail for some 
time, they are taken and sold to pay for their jail 
fees. Looking at these classes, it was more than pro¬ 
bable that they could make out that one million out 
of the four millions held as slaves by law were held 
against all law, both of man and of God—held in 
defiance of the law of the Federal government itself 
—so that, were it not for the Fugitive Slave bill, I 
every one of these would be set free at once, and 
those who claimed them would be dealt with as 
pirates. The United Htates Constitution set its foil 
powers against their being brought into slavery ; but 
the Fugitive Hlave law was a mere instrument of per¬ 
mitted piracy.

A NORTHERN SEA CAPTAIN AND - HIS SON 
WHIFFED AND IMPRISONED. 

The bark Julia E. Aery, from the West IudiesJ 
arrived at this port (New York) on Saturday after- 
The captain and mate of this vessel were 
recently subjected to those exquisite tortures indulged 
by Southerners toward persons who are so untor- 
... .late as to have been bom North of Mason and 
Dixon's line. The story of their sufferings is substan¬ 
tially as follows: 

the fall of last year the bark cleared from 
Thomaston.' Maine, with an assorted cargo for the 
Mills, Camden Countv, Georgia. The vessel 
command of Capt. E- W\ Ryder, of Maine, 
aged 54 years, whose son, Joseph B. Ryder, sailed 
with him as second mate. They arrived at their des¬ 
tination on the 5th of November, and commenced 
discharging their freight. During the day. a negro 
belonging to a Dr. Nichols visited the vessel twice, 
once offering for sale some oars, and on the second 
occasion takiiiT away with him some clothes to wash. 
He was on the bark but a few moments in all, and 
onlv indulged in such conversation as related to the 
errands he was upon. In the evening, live white 
men came on board of the Aery and alleging that 
the negro was secreted in the hold, demanded the 
privilege of seareMng the vessel. Capt. Ryder per¬ 
mitted them to do so, and they went awav, after com¬ 
pleting the search, without having found the negro 

who was ashore all the time- Tbe men threatened 

to come back the next day, and make it all right 
with the captain and his son. at the same tune charg¬ 
ing them with being Abolitionists. On the following i 
night, sure enoughTthey did come again, there being I 
fifteen in all, and all of them being more or less 
intoxicated. They asserted that all hands on hoard, 
but especially Capt. Ryder and Ms son, were " d—d 
Abolitionists/' and said thev would either hang them 
or tar and feather them before leaving the vessel. 
Fortunately both the captain and mate were on 
shore at the time or they would, doubtless, have 
fallen victims to this ruffianly gang of Southern gen¬ 
tlemen—for the most prominent citizens oi the place 
were among them. As it was. their vessel was ran- 
sacked from top to bottom for abolition documents, 
and some of their valuable instruments destroyed.

Dr. Chkkver then addressed the meeting at con-

revival, and warning, and martyrdom, and even 
generations of protesters, nothing had been done by 
the governing powers in the U nited Htates to abolish 
the evil of slavery, and now they were in consterna¬ 
tion at the gulf over which the nation was heaving. 
Looking back on the history of slavery in America, it 
was clear as dav that it was to the sacrifice of 'tsfaJ 
ciple in originally tolerating slavery for the sa 
uuion that thev were to trace the development of the 
system (hear, hear). And yet it was by perpetuating 
the system for ever tlint union was now sought to be 
preserved. It was somewhat like as if, on the Pem¬ 
berton mills tumbling, the architects had gone to 
work to dig out of the ruins the very pillars whose 
false construction had caused the fall in order 
rebuild the erection with them (hear, hear). 1 
concession of all principle might lie made, and the 
Union might come together again, hut it was not 
merely the rights of the slave that would be sacri¬ 
ficed." But the slave would still remain certainly an 
object of God’s care, and their deliverance was the 
great duty of tbe country. But the sacrifice of the 
slaves and their posterity was the grand element in 
every compromise and contfession for the preservation 
of the Union. New guaranties were set forth for the 
supremacy of the Slave Power ; but not one proposi- 
was made to procure justice or mercy for the 
poor slave. In the meantime, there were eminent 
Northern ministers who proposed that they should 
implore forgiveness for the earnestness with wMch 
they had spoken of slavery, and regard their freedom 
of speech against it as a sin. But, whatever form of 
government the country might pass under, the slave 
remains the same, and God's command is that we 
speak and plead for him. He would maintain his 
right of interference in what were called the vested 
rights of the South, and apply the Word of God 
against slaveholding as being a continuance of the 
sin of man-stealing, and showing that the guilt was 
not reduced bv the guilt being passed down to the | 
second generation. H they maintained their right of 
raising their voice in behalf of the colored race—i 1 
behalf of the millions who were enslaved—they mail 
tained their rights to freedom, and demanded tl 
entire abolition ol slavery in the name of Christ. It 
was some consolation to think that one reason given 
by the South for their secession was just this, for¬ 
sooth, that a party in the North are proclaiming as 
sinful the institution of slavery.

the fears of selfishness and apparent present interest, 
and which had paved the way for those positions and 
sentiments, of which that evening Dr. Cheever had 
given them specimens, the most nstonishing and atro¬ 
cious ever propounded from‘the senate or the bench, 
from the halls of science, the bar, or the pulpit. 
Nothing had ever so appalled him as the sentiments 
and language uttered on the subject of slavery by 
some American divines, whom he had been accus¬ 
tomed to revere as the most sound anil enlightened 
theologians, and most excellent men of the present 
day, and who preferred a Union of the States, with 
all'the evils of slavery, to a separation without them. 
After quoting one or two instances, he observed that 
the Word of God and the whole history ot the past 
showed that, while the retribution of individuals was 
reserved lor a future state, the retribution of nations 
lor their iniquities took place in the present world. 
For the Protestant and evangelical Churches and 
ministers of America—in the face of all such instruc¬ 
tion, of all warnings, of all remonstrances, and of all 
the light with which they were surrounded, and all 
the professions they made—to stand forth as the 
apologists and abettors of slavery, was so dreadful, 
that it seemed as if they were given up to strong 
delusion. If they persisted, a visitation, more terrific 
than any consequences which could result from a 
peaceful separation of the Sonthern States, must 
ensile. A poet of tlieir own had said, 

' There is a poor blind Samson in the land. 

Shorn of ills strength, and bound in bands of steel. 
Who may, in some grim revel, raise Ids band, 

And shake the pillars of the Commonwealth, 

Till the vast temple of our liberties 
A shapeless mass of wreck and rnbbish leaves.” 
(Loud applause). With such possibilities and pros¬ 
pects in view, it became British Christians to do all 
that lay in their power to avert the catastrophe, 
wished they could all have heard what Dr. Cheever 
had yesterday morning said about the obligation 
wMeh lay upon every individual, every minister, every 
congregation, every Church, every community, every 
town, to be a light and beacon to others. Out of the 
United States there was no influence so powerful with 
Americans as the public opinion of this country.

‘L« * ; uie that Macaulay first attacked it, thirty-six 
. ago, when he said, “It is neither in facts nor on 
arguments that slavery seems now to depend for pro¬ 
tection. It neither doubles nor stands at bay. It 
has neither the ingenuity of the hare nor the intre¬ 
pidity of the lion. It defends itself, like a hunted 
pole-cat, by the loathsomeness with which it taints 
the atmosphere around it, and looks to escape by dis¬ 
gusting those whom it can neither weary- nor subdue.” 

Who can wonder that in the mere rebound from 
and protest against such monstrous conclusions and 
defences of American slavery- as have recently been 
pawned in the extreme South and the extreme 
North, a Society should have at length arisen in the 
rery bosom of the Church, to compete, if possible, 
vith so formidable a foe to Christianity- itself! Per¬ 
haps there lies hidden in it the germ of that eclectic 
Church of freedom and humanity which is yet to be 
Thk Church of the Future. 

Any way. it may be hoped that it will take from 
the edge of that satire of the illustrious Humboldt, 
spoken in view of the relations of Christians in the 
United States to slavery: “ In our days it is philoso¬ 
phers and not devotees who raise the question, Is it 
right to hold slaves ? But the broader ranges which 
philosophy has always had makes me believe it 
would have been better for suffering humanity if this 
sort of scepticism had been preserved among the 
believers.'" ... , .

Death or Judge McLean. —The Hon. John McLean, 
Judge of the Supreme Court of the United States, died 
Cincinnati on the 4th inst., at the age of 76 years. 

3 was appointed to the bench by Gen. Jackson in 1830; 
He dissented very earnestly from tlie judgment of the 
Court in the Dred Scott ease, hut with that exception 
his rulings on every issue relating to slavery were 
agreeable to the slaveholders. He sustained the Fugi- 
Slave law, with all its inhumanity, and many poor 
creatures who, after escaping from bondage, were re¬ 
enslaved by him under that law, are now wearin|; outa 
miserable existence on Southern plantations. Wilber- 
foree, it was beautifully said, went to heaven bearing 
in his hands the broken fetters of 800,000 slaves ; Judge 
McLean went up to the bar of the Judge of all the earth, 
to find it recorded there that the fetters of seores of ] 
bondmen had been riveted by his hand, and to hear the 
voice of that Judge pronounce the solemn words : 
“ Inasmuch as ye did it unto one of the least of these 
my brethren, ye did it unto me.” And yet we read in 
the religious papers that he was a very devout member 
of the Church and “ a model Christian ”! Imagine 
Christ or one of his Apostles aiding in the enforcement 
of tlie Fugitive Slave law, and you may be able to gain 
proper conception of the impiety, we had almost said 
blasphemy, of calling Judge McLean “ a model Cliris- 
said that his oath to the Constitution 
required him to execute that law ?

A VOICE FROM AN ENGLISH PULPIT. 


This is a new word in our political vocabulary. 
But it is a word of power which may be mighty foil 
enduring mischiefs. It represents the latest device 
for the restoration of the Slave Power to that auto¬ 
cracy from which it seemed to itself to he thrust down 
by the uprising of the entire North against it last 
November. And if it do the work which it is designed 
to accomplish, the last Sixth of November will be 
indeed a black day in the Kalendar of Freedom. For 
it is meant to settle the foundations of the Slave 
Power so that its authority over the whole nation 
shall never more he shaken or gainsaid. Black as 
were the days of the old compromises, they will have 
been full of sunshine and hope compared with the 
blackness of darkness of the days of Settlement which 
Reconstruction is to usher in. The audacity of the 
North, in presuming to elect such a President as it best 
pleased her, having driven our legitimate lords and 
masters to the extremity of Abdication, it is needful 
that some bridge he built over which they may he 
wooed hack again to their old seat across our necks. 
And this invention has been sought out as the most 
likely to hoodwink the stupid North and induce her 
to be led blindly back to a humiliation many degrees 
lower than that she has been used to occupy * 
good old days of the Union. 

Virginia is good enough to take the lead in this

If they refuse them, 
then the Mother of States, with such of her brood as 
will consent to he gathered under her wings, will set 
up for themselves and invite all States that like the 
conditions to come into the plan. Should this scheme 
be carried out and the North submit to the terms 
dictated fry the border States, it is highly probable 
that the Seceding States will seize upon the pretext to 
get back out of the cold into the warm precincts of] 
the Federal treasury, fed by the perennial industry of 
the North. President Davis has no intention of | 
remaining pent up iu his little Utica at Montgomery, 
when he can have the whole boundless continent to 
call his own and the halls of Washington to revel 
And tliis is undoubtedly the ulterior purpose of the 
Virginia mediation.

REPUBLICAN SLAVE-HUNTING AT CHICAGO. 

The Republican United States Marshal for the North- 
■n District of Illinois signalized the commencement of 
his official career on Wednesday, April 3d, by the arrest 
of a whole family of persons claimed as fugitive slaves 
man and his wife and three children! Here 
account of the diabolical transaction, from the Chicago 
Post of April 4th 
“The negroes escaped some time ago from their 
owners, Mr. Patterson and Mr. Vale, of St, Louis 
County, Missouri. Of course it was expected they 
•mild make their way to Chicago, and hither the 
rs came in pursuit of them. They succeeded 
about a'week ago in discovering their retreat. 

“A locomotive with an emigrant car was to he 
readiness to leave the St. Louis railway station 
punctually at 6.30 a.m.—and that was all. 

“ Shortly before six o’clock yesterday morning, Mr. 
Webb, accompanied by two or three friends, proceeded j 
to the house on Clark street, three doors from Jackson, i 
where the negroes were domiciled, in the third story. 
""gBpian, called Harris or Johnson, was found in his 

_| just getting up. As soon as he beheld his visitors 

he divined the object of their visit, and commenced 
resistance. For several minutes he fought like a tiger, 
Ihis wife joining him in the combat, while their little 
ones ran screaming and crying about the room. In the 
[fight the Deputy Marshal received a pretty severe 
wound on the hand, but not sufficient to disable him. 
The negro and his wife were quickly subdued, and the 
former was placed in irons. They were then taken 


It required a full and conscientious use of the pecu¬ 
liar gifts of Mr. Phillips to popularize, so far as has yet 
been done, the anti-slavery idea at the North.

The negroes rushed pill mell towards Bridgeport, 
iioping to intercept the train upon which they supposed 
the fugitives would be taken away. At the bridge 
crossing they made a stand, and again collected to the 
number o( several hundred. The negroes declared 
they would stop it, and for this purpose spread them¬ 
selves out across the track, believing, probably, that by 
their combined efforts they would butt the locomotive 
off the track! • But when the train approached, the 
engineer, seeing a great crowd of negroes on the track, 
simply opened the cylinder cocks of his engine, and gave 
them a double broadside of steam and hot water, which 
‘speedily cleared the way. As the train was passing, one 
of the negroes fired his revolver at the engineer, hut did 
not hit him. 

“ Seven of the ringleaders in the riot—six males and 
one female —were arrested. They were brought 
before Squire Akin, who discharged the female and 
admitted the others to special bail, to appear on Friday 
next. They gave the following names ; Franklin John¬ 
son, John Barriflay, Abraham Thompson, Charles John¬ 
son, William Lee. Allen Pinkerton became surety for 
their appearance.”
